And then the old gentleman clapped 


his hand to his brow and cried out that 
I must be the lad with the silver button.

He then asked me how I Lad fared,

All the while I was eating, and after that, 
when I was drinking the punch, I could 
scarce come to believe in my good for- 
tune, and the house, though it was 
thick with the peat smoke and full of 
holes as a colander, seemed like a pal- 
ace. 


The punch threw me in a strong sweat 


and a deep slumber. The good people 
let me lie, and it was near noon of the 
neit day before I took the road, my 
throat already easier and my spirita 
quite restored by good fare and good 
news. 


Thought 1 to myself, "If these are the 


wild highlandera I could wish my own 
folk wilder." 


I not only started late, bnt I must 


have wandered nearly half the time. 
True, I met plenty ol people, grubbing 
hi little miserable fiel 3s that Vonld not 
keep a cat, or herding little kine labont 
the bigness .of asses. The highland 
dress being forbidden by law since the 
rebellion, and the people condemned to 
the lowland habit, which they much 
disliked, it was strange to see the va- 
riety of their array. Some went bare,

•pared myself the pain, for my host was 
no robber, only miserably poor and a 
great cheat. He was not alone in his 
poverty, for the next morning we must 
go about five miles to the house of what 
he called a rich man to have one of iny 
guineas changed. 


This wan perhaps • rich man for Hull; 


he would have scarce been thought so 
In the south, for it took all he had; the 
whole honse was turned upside down 
and a neighbor brought tinder contribu- 
tion before he conld scrape together 
twenty shillings in silver. The odd 
•hilling he kept for himself, protesting 
he conld ill afford to have to great* 
mm of money lying "locked np." For

The two shillings carried him not 


quite as manp miles, at the end of which 
distance be sat down npon the wayside 
and took oft his brogues from his feet, 
like a man abont to rest

you no more English?" 


Ee said Impadently, "No." 
At that I boiled over and lifted my 


hand to strike him, and he, drawing a 
knife from his rags, squatted back and 
grinned at me like a wildcat. At that, 
forgetting everything but my* anger, I 
ran in npon him, put aside his knife 
with my left and struck him in the 
month with my right. I wad a strong 
lad and very angry, and he bnt a little 
man, 
and he went down before me 


heavily. By good luck his knife flew 
out of bis hand as.nfe fell. 


I picked np both that and his brogues, 


wished him a good morning and set oft* 
npon my way, leaving him barefoot and 
disarmed, t chuckled to myself aa 1 
went, being sure I was done with that 
rogue for a variety of reasons. First, 
he knew he conld have no more of my 
money; next, the brogues were worth in 
that country only a a few pence, and 
lastly the knife, which was really u 
dagger, it was against the law for him 
to carry. 


In about half an hour I overtook a

Bnt his face went against 
me; it seemed dark and dangerous and 
lecret, and presently, aa we began to gc 
on alongside, I saw the steel butt of a 
pistol sticking from under the flap of 
his coat pocket. To carry such a thing 
meant a fino of fifteen pounds sterling 
upon ,» first offense and transportation 
to the colonies upon a second. Nor 


, could I quite see why a religions teacher 
1 should go armed, or what a blind man 
conld be doing with a pistol. 


1 told Inin about my gnide, for I was 


proud of what I had done and my vanity 
tor once got the heels of my prudence. 
At the mention of the five shillings he 
cried ont so Icmd that I made np my 
mind [ shonld say nothing of the other 
two, and was glad he conld not see my 
blushes. 


"Was it too mnchr I asked, a little 


faltering. 


"Too much!" cries he. "Why,!lwill 


guide you to Toroeay myself for a dram 
of brandy, and give yon the great 
pleasure of my company (me that ia a 
man of some learning) In the bargain." 


I said I did not see how a blind man 


could be a guide, but at that he laughed 
aloud and said his stick was eyes enough 
for an eagle. 


"In the Isle of Mull at least," Buys he, 


"where I know every stone and heather 
bush by mark of head. "See now," he 
said, striking right and left as if to make 
sure, "down there a burn is running, 
and at the bead of it there stands a bit 
of a Binall hill with a stone cocked upon 
the top of that, and it's hard at the foot 
' 


of the liill that the way rune by to Toro-^ i 
say, anil thn .Way here being for droves 
ia plainly trodden and will show grassy 
through the heather." 


I had t« own he was right iu every 


feature, anil told my wonder. 


"Ha,"says he, "that'snothing. Would 


ye believe me now, that before the act 
came out and when there were weapons 
in this country I could shoot? Aye, 
could IP cries he, and then with a leer, 
"If j-e had such a thing as a pistol here 
to try with, 1 would I show yon how it's 
done.** 


I told him 1 had nothing of the sort, 


and gave him a wider berth. If he had 
known, his pistol stuck at that time 
quite plainly out of hia pocket, and I 
conld see the sun twinkle on the steel of 
the butt. But by the better luck for 
me he knew nothing; thought all was 
covered and lied on in the dark. 


, He then began to'question me cun- 
ningly—where I came from, whether I 
was rich, whether I could change a five 
shilling piece for him (which he declarer!
